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Administrative assistant Kirk 
Brasfield introduced, one by one, a 
total of eight requests for excep¬ 
tions to the regulations on sheds. 
In the course of considering these, 
the board demonstrated again that 
a whole range of views was still 
held among the nine members. Di¬ 
rectors Thomas White and Stephen 
Polaschik favored strict applica¬ 
tion of the regulations as to such 
factors as size and placement, ar¬ 
guing that the regulations were 
clear in themselves and that there¬ 
fore to make exceptions “effective¬ 
ly renders the new regulations null 
and void.” Director Charles Schwan 
did not see such a difficulty in 
granting exceptions. He took the 
approach that in any event the ex¬ 
ceptions would hold only until the 
homes were sold. Director Norman 
Weyel expressed a similar view, 
saying that he believed in the long 
run the regulations would prove 
effective. 

The applications for exceptions 
included owners of two sheds (only 
one being allowed) and oversize 
sheds. Out of the eight, three 
j?eeu£sts were granted, three disap¬ 
proved, and two deferred to the 
next meeting. The board was es¬ 
pecially unsympathetic to one case 
in which a non-conforming shed 
has been built recently, in spite of 
knowledge of the violation. The 
number of requests to be heard at 
any board meeting will be limited 
to six from now on. 

Schwan introduced a motion to 
have the shed regulations reviewed 
by the Esthetics committee, as be¬ 
ing “too formalistic’’ in that they 
do not take sufficient account of 
particular situations. Though Di¬ 
rector David Lange and Polaschick 
defended the regulations as being 
effective enough in their present 
form, this motion for review pass¬ 
ed. 

Committee Reports 

The other main business of the 
meeting was concerned with the 
reports of three committees. 
Landscape and Environment, Per¬ 
sonnel, and Finance. Each com¬ 
mittee has been asked, among oth¬ 
er things, to review those regula¬ 
tions of the corporation which come 
within its province. For this pur¬ 
pose, the manager has provided an 
over-all list of regulations; some 
regulations require review by more 
than one committee. 

The Personnel committee report 
recommended that the recently dis¬ 
cussed 6 percent pay raises be im¬ 
plemented in 1971 for administra¬ 
tive staff and maintenance work¬ 
ers. White expressed disagreement 
with this proposal, saying that such 
action would move toward more 
inflation, in view of pay cuts being 
given to other people in some 
places now. Personnel chairman 
Polaschik, director Schwan and 
Janet James of the Audit Com¬ 
mittee all supported the raises, 
however, and they were passed by 
motion. The administrative raises 
will cost a total of $5,600 and the 
maintenance raises about $19,000. 

The Personnel report proposed 
that a non-supervisory employee 
representative, selected by the oth¬ 
er employees, be appointed to the 
committee, and a motion was pas¬ 
sed to this effect. The report 
closed by urging that special efforts 
be made to fill presently vacant 
groundsman positions so that the 
common areas can be upgraded — 
as has also been recommended by 
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the Landscape committee. It rec¬ 
ommended, along with the latter 
committee, that six more people 
be added to the staff, of which four 
would be groundsmen. 

Director Darwin Beck of the Fi¬ 
nance committee stated that the 
cost of adding five new staff work¬ 
ers would be about $30,000. The 
committee, he said, could not see 
its way clear to financing the sixth. 

Gordon Allen’s report for the 
Landscape and Environment com¬ 
mittee essentially requested more 
information from the manager’s of¬ 
fice in the way of detailed state¬ 
ments of the regulations the com¬ 
mittee had been requested to re¬ 
view; thus the topic was thrown 
back to the manager. 

Other Items 

For the forthcoming annual meet¬ 
ing of the National Association of 
Housing Cooperatives in Atlantic 
City, secretarial expenses and tra¬ 
vel expenses for board members 
were authorized; but only one 
board member is now planning to 
attend. 

The next regular GHI board 
meeting will be held on Wednes¬ 
day, Get. 21, and the meeting date 
normally falling on November 26, 
which is Thanksgiving Day, will be 
moved up to Nov. 19. 


DRUG PROBLEM SUBJECT 
OF PTA SESSIONS 

At the October 6 meeting of the 
North End School PTA, President 
Dan Minster expressed as the pri¬ 
mary goal of the 1970-71 school 
year the eradication of the drug 
problem in Greenbelt. Other major 
goals include: continued opposition 
to the Parcel 2 site for the 3 school 
complex; analysis of state and fed¬ 
eral funds for education; and the 
possibility of paving a sidewalk on 
Ridge Rd. between Lastner Lane 
and the school. 

The next meeting of the North 
End PTA will be held on Nov. 10 
at 8 p.m. A panel discussion and 
evaluation of the drug scene in 
Greenbelt will be followed by a 
question - and - answer session. 
Other individuals and organiza¬ 
tions are invited. 


City Acquires Park Land 

Final settlement for a 2.9324- 
acre section of parcel 15 was reach¬ 
ed between the city and Reiner, 
Lerner, and Ammerman, trustees, 
on September 29. Purchase price 
for the lake front property was 
$52,500, but title fees and an ad¬ 
justment for taxes raised the final 
figure to $53,284. 

No present plans for parkland 
development of the property are 
continued in the current year’s bud¬ 
get. The tract, which contains a 
fine stand of laurel and holly, will 
be kept natural, in keeping with its 
prime purpose as a buffer strip.

SHED EXCEPTIONS, PAY RAISES, 
LANDSCAPING ON GHI AGENDA

Application of the shed regulations, with discussions of how 
tightly to enforce them, again took up much of the Thursday night’s 
regular Greenbelt Homes, Inc. board meeting. Pay raises recom¬ 
mended for the corporation personnel, by the Personnel committee, 
were put through and will be effective January 1, 1971. Reports 
of the Landscape and Finance committees having a bearing on the 
hiring of new grounds workers were also discussed. 


Board of Education Directs 
Its Staff to Secure Another 
Site for Senior High School 

Months of vigorous and continuous efforts by Greenbelt city 
officials and civic organizations to move the Franklin D. Rooseve 
Senior High School from the parcel 2 site were capped with success 
on Tuesday afternoon, when the Prince Georges County Hoard oi 
Education directed its staff to seek an alternate site. 

A resolution, introduced by vice-chairman Jesse J. Warr and 
supported by the entire school board with one exception, called 
for the use when necessary of parcel 2 (land between the Balti¬ 
more-Washington Parkway and Greenbelt Homes, Inc. properties) 
for an elementary and junior high school. 

The resolution in its key passage then directed its staff to 
negotiate, securing an alternate site for a senior high school to meet 
the needs of the public school system of Prince Georges County. 
Board member J. Righton Roberts ondissentecL_ 


The school board also asked its 
staff to secure the cooperation of 
all parties concerned in investigat¬ 
ing alternate sites, especially the 
staff of the Maryland Na¬ 
tional Capital Park and Plan¬ 
ning Commission. Chairman W. 
C. Dutton of the MNCPPC had in¬ 
dicated in a letter to Greenbelt 

Vandals Jeopardize 
Ridge Road Center 

Vandalism at the Ridge Road 
Center may jeopardize the recrea¬ 
tional program that is to be of¬ 
fered there — that is the conclu¬ 
sion of city officials, as they pon¬ 
der the extra expense entailed in 
keeping the building in working or¬ 
der. The first problem apparently 
stemmed from neighborhood child¬ 
ren, who broke windows and en¬ 
tered the premises, in the process 
spilling a gallon container of wax 
solvent. The resultant damage to 
a section of flooring required the 
city crew to remove and replace a 
large area of tile. 

Following this episode, the city 
boarded up the windows until such 
time as permanent wire mesh 
shields could be placed over the 
windows. The more recent van¬ 
dalism has been directed at those 
temporary protectors, for the win¬ 
dows were boarded up with ply¬ 
wood. When the plywood itself 
was stolen, offiicals surmised that 
adults in the area wanting plywood 
for their own purposes, might have 
made off with it. 

Parkdale Parents Go 
Back to School 

Parents of Parkdale High School 
students will get a students’ eye 
view of classes as they go “Back- 
to-School” on Tuesday, October 20, 
at 7:30 p.m. 

“Back-to-School” night, where 
the parents will visit the classrooms 
and meet the faculty members, 
was originally scheduled for the 
first meeting of the Parent-Teach¬ 
er Student Association in Septem¬ 
ber, However, the visitation night 
was postponed until October be¬ 
cause the new addition to the 
school, located at 6001 Good Luck 
Road in Riverdale, was not com¬ 
plete. According to Dr. G. Allen 
Sager, principal of Parkdale, the 
new addition, which includes five 
classrooms and a library, will be 
finished by the October 20 meet¬ 
ing date. 

The business portion of the meet¬ 
ing will be devoted to the proposed 
budget for the 1970-71 school year. 

GUEST SPEAKER 

ON OPEN HOUSING 

Treadwell Phillips will be the 
guest speaker at a meeting of 
Greenbelt Citizens for Fair Hous¬ 
ing on Thursday evening, October 
22. The meeting will be in the 
Greenbelt Library at 8 p.m. and 
is open to everyone. 

Phillips is the Executive Director 
of the Maryland State Commission 
on Human Relations. He arranged 
the recent hearings on police-com¬ 
munity relations in Prince Georges 
County. He will be prepared to 
discuss the status of job opportuni¬ 
ties and school integration in 
Maryland, as well as open housing, 
and will answer questions from the 
audience. 

Plans for reorganizating GCFH 
and broadening its goals will be 
presented at the meeting. 


Mayor Francis W. White earlier 
this week “of our willingness to 
work on this problem if appropri¬ 
ate action is taken by the Board 
of Education.” Dutton had explain¬ 
ed that further study of this prob¬ 
lem would be dependent upon a de¬ 
cision of the school board that it 
did not wish to proceed with par¬ 
cel 2 and that it wished to have 
such a study undertaken. 

On September 29, the school 
board had conducted a public hear¬ 
ing attended by more than 300 cit¬ 
izens on the desirability of locat¬ 
ing a senior high school on the 
designated parcel 2 site. Over¬ 
whelming Greenbelt opinion ex¬ 
pressed at that hearing was in op¬ 
position to parcel 2 on the basis 
of inadequate access to the site 
except through narrow residential 
streets, potential traffic hazards to 
young pedestrians, and lack of 
sewage facilities. 

Stressed again and again was 
the fact that there were alternate 
sites available in the Greenbelt area 
that were better suited for an “in¬ 
dustrial-type” operation such as a 
senior high school. The city coun¬ 
cil went on record, as a predeces¬ 
sor council had five years earlier, 
In favor of parcel 15 — a site be¬ 
tween Greenbelt Lake and Green¬ 
belt Road bordering the Capital 
Beltway. 

Other residents favored the 
Smith-Ewing tract — land east of 
the Baltimore-Washington Park¬ 
way and north of Greenbelt Road. 
Presumably these sites, along with 
others, will now be the subject of 
a thorough review by school board 
staff and MNCPPC. 

School board members indicated 
that they had been impressed by 
the marshalling of evidence against 
the parcel 2 site, by the strong 
convictions expressed by Greenbelt 
citizens at the public hearing, and 
by the decorum and orderliness with 
which these views were expressed. 

History 

The decision of an earlier school 
board in March 1966 to acquire the 
parcel 2 site for a 3-schcol com¬ 
plex has been the subject of in¬ 
tense controversy. GHI at one time 
attempted to stop the action by 
filing a law suit. Then the issue 
flared again this spring when plans 
for school construction became im¬ 
minent. 

Petitions were signed by over 
1,500 residents protesting the par¬ 
cel 2 site, and the State legisla¬ 
ture, mainly through the efforts of 
State Senator Edward T. Conroy, 
adopted a resolution signed by the 
Governor calling for a moratorium 
on the construction of a senior 
high school until alternate sites 
were explored. Then in June the 
county commissioners, led by Fran¬ 
cis Francois, decided to withhold 
construction funds from this year’s 
capital improvements budget so as 
to allow more time for alternative 
sites to be reviewed.

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Sheds and Clotheslines 

To the Editor: 

For the life of me, I can’t under¬ 
stand the priorities of some people. 
As everyone knows, GHI has 
enough regulations to run an army 
and yet undesirable things manage 
to sneak in. 

For example, with all the exist¬ 
ing shed regulations there some¬ 
how is not one preventing sheds 
from being placed up against the 
front of GHI houses. (By “front” 
I mean, of course, the service side 
— the side everybody sees!) Sheds 
set up against the front do more to 
detract from the appearance of 
GHI homes than sheds placed any¬ 
where else in the yard on the gar¬ 
den side. 

We have some archaic and old- 
fashioned ideas about the back and 
front of these houses. While we 
reminisce with nostalgia about the 
good old days and the garden side, 
we willfully turn our backs on the 
service side— it is neglected when it 
should be the most cared for. 

The second, and perhaps most 
distressing of appearance problems 
stems from the dogged refusal of 
GHI to promote and encourage the 
removal of clotheslines, from the 
front (service side) of its housing. 
Those clothes flapping in the 
breeze for all to see, particularly 
on Ridge Road, do nothing for the 
eye. 

I advoate that GHI regulations 
should respond to the philosophy 
that sheds, clotheslines, etc., should 
be placed where they are least 
likely to be seen by the most num¬ 
ber of people. That would go a 
long way to improve the appear¬ 
ance and value of GHI housing. In 
any community, but particularly in 
this community, one house cannot 
be isolated from the rest. One 
house’s appearance enchances or 
detracts from the appearance and 
value of others.

Court Parent Plan

We hope everyone has noticed 
our Court Parent signs at all en¬ 
trances to Greenbelt. They are 
plain green and white signs with 
a “helping hand” and the words 
“this is a court parent town”. The 
purpose of these signs is to let 
residents and visitors to our city 
know we care about and look out 
for our children. 

The Court Parent Plan is in its 
fourth year. It works with the co¬ 
operation of the Greenbelt elemen¬ 
tary school P.T.A.’s, the police 
department, and with other near¬ 
by parent-teacher associations. The 
purpose of the plan is not only 
to act as the eyes and ears of the 
police but to provide instant rec¬ 
ognizable help for any troubled 
youngster. Court parents are not 
a private force, they only request 
help from the SLythorities, and they 
are not medical technicians (they 
are prohibited from rendering any 
sort of treatment except in extreme 
emergency). 

Their function is primarily to 
be there when a child in need rings 
their doorbell to know whom to 
call and what to look for. Volun¬ 
teers are people who have proven 
themselves to be responsible and 
who care about children. They 
would be recognized by a large sign 
in the window stating “Court Par¬ 
ent” which would be removed 
whenever leaving the house. Young¬ 
sters have been trained at school 
and should be told at home as to 
where signs are and the proper use 
of this plan. Parents who sign up 
are screened through the Green¬ 
belt Police Dept. 

Official praise has been given by 
J. Edgar Hoover, ex-Gov. Pat 
Brown and police chiefs all over 
California where the plan has been 
a resounding success in sixty com¬ 
munities. It has cut the ease-load 
of possible molestations in half and 
saved countless young lives via 
prompt medical attention. 

We are proposing that if one 
child is helped or saved, no words 
could fully express the gratefulness 
of the parents. 

We have maintained a steady list 
of 100 court parents so far but 
could use more, particularly in the 
Boxwood, Lakeside North and Un¬ 
iversity Square areas.

Rubella Immunization 

The Prince Georges County 
Health Department, in cooperation 
with the Board of Education and 
private and parochial schools, will 
conduct a rubella immunization 
program throughout the County for 
children aged 1 through 12. 

Immunizations will be given at 
Greenbelt Center School on Tues¬ 
day, October 27 from 1:45-3 p.m. 
and at Greenbelt North End School 
on Tuesday, Oct. 27 from 9:45 - 11 
a.m. Rubella is the mild childhood 
disease (also called German Meas¬ 
les, or 3-day measles) that can be 
a killer $nd crippler of an un¬ 
born baby if its is contracted by 
the mother early in her pregnancy. 
Thus, women who escape contrac¬ 
ting rubella in their childhood re¬ 
main vulnerable to the disease in 
their childbearing years. 

Although rubella vaccine is usu¬ 
ally free from side effects, a few 
children may have a slight temper¬ 
ature elevation, develop a slight 
rash, or have joint pains in their 
fingers and legs within 20-45 days 
following immunization. 

The rubella vaccine is not recom¬ 
mended for girls who have start¬ 
ed having menstrual periods; for 
children who are allergic to chick¬ 
en or duck feathers, eggs, dogs, 
rabbits, or neomycin; for a child 
who has any malignancy (includ¬ 
ing leukemia), tuberculosis, a fev¬ 
er-associated respiratory disease, or 
a gamma globulin deficiency; nor 
for a child who is receiving long¬ 
term medical treatment, unless ap¬ 
proved by the child’s physician. 

No other live virus vaccine (such 
as smallpox, polio, measles, mumps, 
or yellow fever) should be given 
for a period of 1 month before or 
after the rubella live virus vaccine, 
nor should a child be given a tu¬ 
berculin skin test for at least 30 
days after rubella immunization. 

Your child should be immunized 
even if you think he may have had 
the disease, because rubella is diffi¬ 
cult to diagnose and he may simply 
have had the rash of some other 
disease* 

Permission forms will be widely 
distributed through public, private, 
and parochial schools and day care 
centers, as well as by the Boy 
Scouts. They will also be avail¬ 
able at the County library bran¬ 
ches.
